Q. How long has the band been together now? 

A. Since about October *81, we started getting it 
together properly but we had the name about 
six months before that. 

Q. How did that name, Combat 84, come about? 

A. I,^hris,) thought of it. I was on tour with the 
Damned up in Scotland sitting thinking of names 
and images for a band. I took the 84 of 1984 for 
the end of the world. I thought Combat gear would 
look good so it just clicked 'Combat 84* and thats 
how it stuck. 



Q. Why was the band formed? 

A. I, (Chris again), met John who said he was a bass 
player and we started this group off. We went 
through about six or seven drummers eventually ending 
up with four blokes who wanted to make the same kind 
of music. 

Q. What is the present line up? 

A. Chris vocals, Jim guitar, Deptford John bass and 
John on drums.

Q. Who writes the music and lyrics for your songs? 

A. Chris, I've written most of the lyrics but Johns 
done a couple. He writes most of the music. If I 
have a tune in my head I‘11 sing it to Jim, and if 
it fits the lyrics when he plays it we just keep it 
like that. 

The music always matches the lyrics. If the lyrics are 
aggressive so is the music. 

Q. What sort of topics do you sing about? 

A. We sing about all sorts of things, trouble in this 
country, Ireland, trouble at gigs, people who want 
to fight all the time, poseurs, New Romantics and 
people who have been in nick. 


Q. Are the things you write and sing about always 
drawn from personal experience? 

A. We try to make it so cos people can identify with 
it more. 


Q. Do you ever do your own versions of anyone else's 
songs? 

A. No we leave that well alone. 


Q. How do you go about getting your gigs and who 
organises that side of things for you? 

A. It's very difficult, it*s mainly me (Chris), 

through people I know. Alot of people don't want 
to put on Skin bands because of trouble. It‘s 
personal contact more than going through promotion 
agencies. 


Q. What sort of following would you say you've got? 


A. Mainly Skinheads but we'd like more punks to come 
to our gigs. 

Q. Is you music only for Skinheads or for punks as well? 

A. It's for punks as well, it's just music for musics sake. 
It's definitely not solely Skinhead music as its got 
punk overtones. 

Q. What do you think of the kinds who come to see you? 

A. We think they're great, anybody who pays to come and 
see us we love 'em. They're good geezers, it wouldn't 
be worth us being a band without them. They are as much 
a part of it as we are 'cos we'd have nobody to play 
to if they didn't turn up.

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Q. In what ways would you say you are different to other 
bands around? 

A. Our following can relate more to us 'cos we're their 

mates. Most people who have heard of us heard it on the 
streets and if you hear about something on the streets 
it must be worth coming to see. 



Q. What plans do you have recordwise? 

A. We hope to have a four track E.P. called 
* Orders of the day* out sometime before 
Christmas on Victory records. 

Q. Finally, What ambitions have the group got? 

A. Chris wants to be a male model and we'd like to 
appear on 'Razzmatazz* and 'Cheggers plays Pop*. 
Seriously we'd like to get a couple of singles 
out and may be an album. We'd like to play 
gigs whenever we want, continue to play the small 
venues. We don't wanna sign autographs going 
down the street, thats disgusting, we'd rather 
keep our friends than become famous.
